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A Fine Gesture 


‘The manner in which the Empire is respon 
ing to the German challenge cannot be better 
demonstrated than by the fact that a colonial 
feet of forty heavy bombers, and 160 Spitfire 
fighters are ready to take the air, having been 
aid for by contributions by the general public 
Of the Coloniey who within a very short time 
subseribed no less a sum than £1,000,000. The 
telegram which records this fact states that 
the largest gift came from Ceylon, while 
Jeolonial newspapers from Singapore to Trinidad 
raised over £500,000. Hongkong does not appear 
to have been Included in this classification, 
though it will be remembered that in less than 
‘a week the Hongkong public raised no less than 
51,000,000 a remarkable demonstration of loyalty 
‘and willingness (0 give largely in order that 
this war shall be won, In this connection it is 
necesrary again to refer to the Voluntary War 
Contribution Fund, to which H. E. Sir Archibald 
‘Clark Kerr referred in the course of his broad- 
feasts on Saturday. This fund provides a-chan- 
‘nel through which is it hoped substantial sums 
will low to H. M. Treasury to be devoted to- 
wards the energetic prosecution of the war. 
Satisfactory amounts have already been sub- 
scribed to the British Central War Fund which 
is devoted to providing comforts for the men 
‘of the various services. Doubtless there aro 
‘many in Shanghai who desire that in addition 
to that splendid effort they should be given the 
opportunity of giving to funds which will be 
lused for actually striking back at the enemy. 
‘The Colonies throughout the Empire have shown 
how excellently they have responded to that 
desire. The British community in China is of 
the Empire, but not in it. Its loyalty to the 
Empire and all that it stands for cannot for one 
moment be questioned, and it is to be hoped 
that in as short a while as possible funds will 
be forthcoming demonstrative of that Adelity 
‘and unity of purpose. 











The Channel Islands 


‘The German occupation of the Channel Is- 
lands was {0 be expected after the British an- 
nouncement that the islands had been demili- 
tarized and everything of value in them evac~ 
ated. It was afier this announcement that the 
Nazi bombers raided the islands, certain that 
they would be facing no opposition. The few towns 
‘and villages were bombed, and the defenceless 
inhabitants were machine-gunned for no reason 
whatsoever, except to salisty Nazi spite. Hitler 
thus added one more crime to the already long 
Indictment the world is drawing up against 
him, For sentimental reasons, all Britons will 
regret the necessity for abandoning the islands, 
fond there will be universal sympathy with the 
{slanders, the only British subjects to have come 
under the Nazi iron heel. But sentimental rea~ 
sons have to give way before the demands of 
major strategy. ‘The defence of the islands, 
Which are within artillery range of the German 
occupied French coast, would have been a 
serlous liability at the'present time, and would 
have been of little strategic value. They could 
not be used by the British as a stepping stone 
for attacks upon the French coast, any more 








than the Germans can use them as stepping 
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stones for attacks upon Britain. As air bases for 
‘the Nazis they are useless; and even if they 
‘were suitable for thi purpose, the Germans 
already possess better and more easily protect 
fed airfields in France itself which, with the 
resent speed and range of the modern acro- 
plane, are for all practical purposes at close to 
Britain as the islands, The seay around the 
{islands are shallow and treacherous. The cur~ 
ents are dangerous. Thus their use ay a base 
for U-boats is unlikely. The islands first came 
under the English crown after the Norman con- 
Jquest. In the turbulent years which followed, 
thelr allegiance was sometimes to England and 
sometimes to Normandy, but in the reign of 
King John they wer shed to the 
English crown. Dur! 

[England and France the islands were regarded 
fas neutral by both sides, but their neutrality 
[was abolished towards the end of the seven- 
teenth century, and as a result there were two 
unsuccessful attacks made on them by the 
French. ‘These attacks were not persisted in, 
however, as it was realised that islands served 
no useful military or naval purpose for either 
side. 











Raid Over Kiel 


From the vivid account of the raid over the 
Kiel naval base it can be understood that Great 
Britain is mot committing the mistake against 
which President Roosevelt earlier warned the 
Allied Powers, of sitting back and waiting to’ 
be attacked. The British are carrying the war 
fo the Germans in a way which the Noziy could 
never have expected. When it is remembered 
that Kiel is one of Germany's most strongly 
protected naval centres, the boldness of the 
RAF. attack can be beiter appreciated. Unlike 
the German air force, who picked the Channel 
Islands ay a target, after those islands had been 
advertised as being undefended, the RAP. has 
fatlacked a powerfully defended point." The 
unlucky Scharnhorst—which must surely by 
now be reckoned by German seamen as one 
of the “Jinx” vessels of their navy—has been 
repeatediy hit, and the dry-dock in which she 
‘was being repaired after her torpedoing and 
bombing a week or so ago has been seriously 
damaged. Wharves and buildings along the 
water-front have been destroyed, fires visible 
eighty-five miles away being started. And all 
this has been achieved with damage to one 
British bomber only. There can be no doubt 
that the Nazis will ‘quickly seek to retaliate 
against Britain for this heavy blow, and it is 
Perhaps unfortunate that the military necessi- 
ties of the situation do not permit of the 
publication of the damage they have managed 
to do, or will do in the near future, in Britain. 
‘That ‘this policy of scerecy is a wise one is) 
proved beyond doubt by the German claims 
‘They obviously do not know what they have 
‘bombed, or where their bombs have dropped. 
‘They claim to have set on fire ofl tanks in 
cities Where no oil tanks exist—eities which 
fexist entirely for the production of coal. The 
‘claims appear to be almost as imaginary as the 
‘claims made by the German Admiralty over 
British naval losses. And in assessing the value 
Jof the communiqué: issued ‘by either side, it 
‘should not be forgotten that the British Govern- 














‘ruth, whether that truth’ be good or bad; 
whereas the Nazis have announced that the 
bigger the lie the better chance it has of 
believed. 





The Coming Attack 


Another phase of the war—Herr Hitler's 
atiempt to invade England—is almost ready to 
start, according to despatches from Europe, 
‘The whole world waits, rather fearfully let it 
be said, for another demonstration of Germany's 
vast military power. ‘There are few, however, 
who have the’ temerity to concede Herr Hitler 
‘any rosy chance of success against a new Britain, 

Britain which in the past few months, has 
thrown off the hampering cloak ef complacency 
and has set about tackling things in real earnest, 
‘Whatever form the attempted invasion will take, 
i will find the British people resolute and 
determined to achieve victory at all costs, In 
his attack on Britain Der Fuhrer will come up 
‘against difficulties which were missing when 
his legions swept through Holland, Belgium and 
France. His Panzer divisions cannot swim the 
Channel or the North Sea, nor is his navy a 
match for the British fleet, ax fairly ‘recent 
encounters in Norwegian waiers proved to the 
world at large. At the present moment his air 
force retains @ numerical superiority over the 
RAF. but this preponderance in numbers, 
(rapidly diminishing each day, thanks 10 
Britain's new war effort) is largely countered 
by British superiority in men and machines. In 
England itis believed that there will be a 
vast three-pronged attack against England, Seot- 
Jand and Ireland from bases in France, the Low 
Countries and Norway. Corridors across the 
sea are expected to be formed by minefields, 
warships and submarines, through which will 
pass every kind of vessel, heavily laden. with 
German troops and instruments of war. Over= 
head squadrons of planes will attempt to beat 
‘off any British attacks. This vision of the com= 
ing attack, fearful as It sounds, can well. be 
‘countered by Britain. Firstly, the British Navy 
Js not likely to stand by while German vessels 
lay their mines almost up to the British coast, 
‘nor will the Royal Air Force walt for the attack. 
{fo start before going into action. Every day 
terrific losses are inflicted on the Germans. by 
British planes—in Germany, Norway, Belgium, 
Holland and France, Those attacks will never 
ceaie. If he does manage to make a land 
ing, Herr Hitler will find that he will have to face 
fan army that 4s not only rendy, but longing, to get 
‘t grips with his legions. Britain's only’ weak 
point, it would seem, if Hitler attempts the 
foregoing scheme, is’ Ireland. Measures (0 
ensure the safety ‘of Eire, however, are being 
iscussed in London and it is not likely that the 
Germans will be able to establish a footing on 
the “Emerald Isle” as they did in Denmark 
and Norway. Probably the success o failure 
of Herr Hitler's plans rest upon the British 
Navy and Royal Air Force. Both are stronger 
than ever before and both are ready for the 
best Herr Hitler can send to face them. 


























Useless Recrimination 


It ir inevitable that there should be very 
considerable controversy over the action of 
Great Britain with regard to the French Navy, 
Dut the Petain Government appears (0 be eng: 
‘aging ina campaign of misrepresentation and 
calumny whieh can do ity exceptionally weak 
cause not the slightest good. To speak of the 
British ultimatum as “brutal” involving the 
choice of two alternatives “surrender or scuttle” 
is to tell a very definite and patent untruth, 
The Petain Government way further given the 
opportunity of sending their navy to the French 
West Indies. Indeed alt that was asked of Mar- 
shal Petain was that he should take steps 
to ensure that the German undertaking, not to 
use the French Navy for its own purposes dur- 
fing the war should be honoured. Tt was not to 
‘be expected for one moment that Herr Hitler 
would honour the assurance given by one 
soldier 10 another, and it was only to be ex- 
pected that the Petain Government, if it were 
Janimated with the slightest degree of loyalty to 
an old and tried Ally, would have done. its 
utmost to see that the harm done by the sur- 
render should be reduced to a minimum. The 
British action at Oran, grievous as it undoubted- 
ly was, was dictated ‘by the need for self-pre- 
servation, and apart from the dictator Powers, 
who have been so decidedly frustrated, has 
‘been welcomed in practically every country in 
the world. ‘The Churchill Government would 
have been very severely criticised had it not 
taken the action it did. ‘The British will regret 
the loss of the friendship of a larne section of 
‘the French people who have adhered to Mar~ 
shal Petain, ‘They may have to face actual 
enmity, but sight must not be lost of the fact 
that it is only’ by a victory for the remaining 
‘Allies that France can ever hope to emerge 
from the chains which Herr Hitler so clearly 
intends, if he can, to shackle upon her. In the * 
circumstances recriminations are entirely out 
of place. The facts are hard enough to face as 
it is, and no possible good can be served by 
hhurling charges and counter-charges across the 
Channel. The truth is that Marshal Petain was 
afraid of offending his German masters by ac- 
fepting any cne of the three alternatives pre~ 
sented to him regarding the British Navy. It is 
to be believed that, had he done so, the Ger 
‘mans would have retaliated upon- his steieken 
people, and he has been relieved of that pos 
sibility by the manner in which the British 
took matters in their own hands, and thwarted

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THE RUSSIAN ROLE 


July 3. 


Apart from the fact that it was reported 
that Rumania had agreed to the Russian 
demand for the return of Bessarabia and 
Bukovina to the Soviet under pressure trom 
Germany, there is plenty of evidence avi 
fable that the projected coup was planned 
some time ago, ‘Thus some months before, 
the German consular authorities in the areas 
in question Instructed their nationals to make 
inventories of all their goods to be kept in 
the consulates at Cernauti and Chisinat, 
obviously in order to be able to establish 
claims. for -any appropriation of German 
property. ‘The agreement to divide Poland 
js consequently paralleled by the Russo- 
German agreement concerning the depriva- 
tion of Rumania, and the question naturally 
arises as to whut will be the next step. 
Rumania is faced with demands from Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria for the return of ‘Transyl- 
Vania and the Dobrudja respectively, and 
though It is suggested thatshe might be pre~ 
pared to fight to retain those areas, it is 
considered! more likely that Rumania, by 
throwing herself completely into German 
‘arms, hopes to escape that eventuality. Hence 
the voluntary renunciation of the guarantee 
which Great Britain offered in the event of 
hostile action against’ various states in the 
Balkans, for, while Rumania did not ask for 
‘such an assurance, the fact that she now re- 
jects It clears the way for her entry into the 
German orbit, hoping thereby {0 be, saved 
fro 
this manner another 
Herr Hitler in_his scheme for European 
domination, for German influence is strength- 
ened in the Balkans, and another state 
made ready for inclusion into those vassal 
states with which it is Herr Hitler's policy to 
surround Germany. The general effect of all 
this will inevitably prove to be that Ttalian 
influence in the Danube valley will become 
a thing of the past, and the only remaining 
spheres in which she can hope to hold any 
sway at all will be in Yugoslavia and pos- 
sibly Greece. 

So far as Russia is concerned, she has now 
obtained everything she can hope to secure 
from her understanding with Germany, and 
while it is not to be expected that the’ pre~ 
carious agreement of August 23 of last year 
will come to an ond, the knowledge that he 
has obtained everything possible with the as~ 
sistance of Germany, will undoubtedly cause 
M, Stalin to look clsowhere for whatever 
political bargains he may be able to pick up 
in the present chaotic state of international 
relationships. There is no more false sonti~ 
ment in tho make-up of the Russian leader 
than there is to be found in Herr Hitler, and, 
ag Germany has not now more to offer, she 
ean expect no more in return than the ‘poor 
yesults which came from the agreement to 
divide Poland, As a source of supplies which 
Germany needs so xreatly and will need in- 
creasingly, Russia has proved dismal 
failure, and on balance all the profits of the 
Russo-German agreement of last year have 
gone to Russia, even as is scen by the admis 
sion of Russian influence into the Balkans at 
the expense of Italy. The significance whic 
to be noted’ in the latest Russian action in the 
Baltic States and lastly in the Balkans is that 
M, Stalin, whose trust in Herr Hitler is about 
us profound as the latter's confidence in 
him, is endeavouring to plice the defences 
of his country in the best possible posture 
of defence against any development of Herr’ 
Hitler's policies at the expense of Russia. 
‘Thus Russia may be expected to suppor 
Bulgaria's claim to the Dobrudja, because 
should it succeed it would have the effect of 
cutting Rumania off from the Black Sea, and 
thereby reduce the chances of Germany’ ever 
being able to secure an influence over those 
waters in which Russia has-a paramount in- 
terest. That is an important part of the Rus~ 
sian defensive scheme, and the Soviet policy 
may be briefly summed up as making every 
prudent precaution against the unlikely pos- 
sibility of a German victory in Europe, and 
the probability of Germany then devoting 
her -altention to that expansion castward, 
which in Herr Hitler's unbounded ambitions 
is not to stop short of the Urals. 

On the other hand a defeated Germany 
would offer no threat to 2 Russia wl 
thus consolidated her position, and it is 






































obvious that ME Stalin, in Herr Hitler's des- 
peration, just prior to, and shortly after the 
commencement of the war, has been playing 
2 game with him of “Heads I win; tails you 
lose.” ‘The Soviet has gained all along, and 
all that Herr Hitler has secured from his 
seemingly elever deals has been the assurance 
that at any rate for the time being he will 
not have to fight Russia. ‘The danger of all 
this is that Russia is rapidly becoming an 
Inereasing menace to the whole of Europe. 
Whoever wins or loses this struggle the 
lamentable fact is that a war weary, and 
impoverished Europe will be dominated by 
a Russia whose military weapon, however 
much its efficiency may be doubted, will re- 
main intact, ‘The world will see within the 
course of the next few months Europe in- 
eluding Germany and Italy reduced, to a 
slate of famine. Russia on the other ‘hand, 
though she may not have much foodstuffs to 
export, is at least self-supporting in that 
respect, the best extant example of that 
autarehy which both Germany and Italy 
have struggled so unavailingly to attain. Thus 
the longer the war lasts the greater will the 
danger to Europe become and the more sinis~ 
ter the Russian threat. Against the double 
threat of Naziism, which is immediate, and 
‘Communism which is rather more remote, 
the only European bulwark is Great Britain 
‘and behind her the British Empire. It is their 
duty not only to crush Naziism but to see 
that Communism will not sweep Europe in 
ts place. That is indeed a great task, which 
Will_be considerably simplified by the defeat 
of Germany. But even then the dangers to 
be faced will still be grave, because in his 
insatiable lust for power Herr Hitler has 
‘opened, and Js continuing to do so, the coun- 
ies of Europe to the inroads of that gospel 
for which the Kremlin stands. For the 
moment the latter has, obtained from Berlin 
all that it could hope ‘to obtain. ‘The com- 
munity of interest between Herr Hiller and 
M. Stalin ean no longer be expected to con- 
tinue, for M. Stalin can hope for no more 
profits from it, and if in the course of the 
next few months the two leaders go further 
‘and further apart that is something, which, 
in the circumstances, is only to be expected. 














INDEPENDENCE DAY 
July 4. 


Even now, in such tragic times as those 
through which the world is passing, it is pos- 
sible to turn aside from the European war 
to consider the significance of those ideals 
which animated the men, who, on this day 
fone hundred and sixty years ago, signed the 
Declaration of Independence which dissolved 
the colonial ‘ties binding the United States 
to Britain. 

‘We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
‘that all’ men are ereated equal : that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain ine 
alienable rights; that among these are Life, 
Liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

‘That proposition has been stated in various 


























forms. Samuel Adams in his “Statement of 
the Rights of the Colonists,” etc., in 1772, 
put it slightly differently. He wrote : 


‘Among the natural rights of the colonists 
are these: First, a right to life, secondly, to 
liberty, thirdly, to property: together with 
the right to defend them in the manner they 
ean. 

Jefferson's draft of the Declaration un- 

doubtedly put the ideals of the rebelling 

colonists better than had Adams, for the right 
to happiness covers a far wider range than 
does that to possess property. Bo that as it 

the Declaration, adopted on July 4, 

clearly defined the ideals of Demoeracy, 

and ‘refused all recognition to tyranny whe- 
ther despotic, or benevolent. ‘The document 
which thus heralded the birth of one of the 
youngest, but nevertheless, onc of the 

‘greatest ‘democracies of the’ world, was an 

early exposé of what Theodore Parker so 

rightly called the “American Idea” -— 

‘This idea demands, as the proximate 
organization thereof, a democracy —that is, a 
Kovernment of all’ the people, by all the 
people, for all the people: of course a gov- 
ernment of the principles of eternal justice, 
the unchanging law of God: for shortness’ 
sake T will call it the Kdea of Freedom. 

‘What firmer foundation could possibly be 

desired upon which to build a system of 

government, recognizing the right of man to 
live in security, in individual freedom, in 
personal independence?“ 

It is fitting that on this day the courage of 
those men, who signed the Declaration, who 
took their lives in their hands, staking them 
‘on ultimate vietory, should be recognized. 
They announced, in fact, their willingness to 
die for the principles to which they sub- 
scribed, and it is because of their bravery, 
and foresight that the citizens of the United 
States of America are able to make this 1 
day of celebration. Doubtless the national 
festival will have an added significance to 
those thoughtful people who realize how in 
Europe those ideals, which inspired the 
signers of the Declaration, are at present 

ing menaced. Small demoeracies have 

Been laid waste by a nation whose 

governmental system is the negation of 

everything which the American holds dear. 

‘That democracy which assisted the young 

republic to tear itself away from the British 

king and his misguided government,— 




















France,—lies torn and bleeding, and for the 





greater part beneath the heel of a 
‘which must be abhorrent to all right-thinking 
men. The last bulwark of the same prin- 
ciples, the British Empire, with its back to 
the wall is determined to fight it out in the| 
faith that Right makes might, that faith which 
will Iet it to the end dare to do its duty as 
its people understand it. ‘The perils which 
have beset Europe threaten the United States. 
That is becoming increasingly understood by. 
the citizens of that country. ‘They have beon 
brought to realize, it is hoped not too late, 
that those men who are wreaking such ev 
in Europe have their eyes upon the western 
hemisphere. The activities of various enemy, 
organizations in the Uniled States clearly 
indicate that Germany has no less an end| 
in sight than the subjection of the whole! 
‘world, and the rediction of mankind to that 
slavery to a single race which would be the 
destruction of everything for which the 
democracy of the United States stands. That 
is the issue which confronts the whole world, 
not the Allies alone, not them and the United. 
States together, but the peoples of all races 
under the sun. They have all sooner, or 
later to decide’ whether they shall walk on 
two fect, erect in mankind's freedom, or 
shumMe down the centuries bent low under 
the welght of the shackles of helotry. 

It is the realization of that fact which has, 
inspired the great American republic to more 
sympathy than ever before with the cause 
of the Allies, which has led it to come for~ 
ward with much needed assistance with 
which it is hoped soon to offset the advantage 
of greater preparedness which Germany pos- 
sesses. There is not a Briton nor a French- 
man ‘who is not grateful for all that the 
United States has been able to do for them, 
not one who does not appreciate the 
‘moral and material support which has been 
given them in this life, and death struggle, 
not one who docs not hope that the citizens 
Of the United States will continue to enjoy 
that liberty, which they are fighting to re- 
tain for themselves. ‘There must of neces~ 
sity be a certain  wistfulness in their 
sympathy, and a hope that, when their own 
national festivals come round in the years 
ahead, the sacrifices which are now being 
made will be justified by the circumstances 

n which those occasions will be observed. 
‘To all Americans felicitations will be ox- 
tended because they have been spared an- 
other year to enjoy the blessings of the 
‘American idea. To that will be added the 
hope that their country will continue to 
enjoy the freedom, which dates from this 
day more than a century and a half ago, all 
down the ages to come. Whether that will 
prove to be the case depends in the frst case 
upon the ability of the Allies in Europe to 
crush the evil which menaces them, and, 
should that fail, upon the people of the 
United States to defend themselves. They 
may rest assured that no effort will be want- 
ing on the part of Great Britain and her 
Allies to do everything humanly possible to 
destroy the forces of evil which would swamp | 
the world if they could. But American 
Liberty may yet have to gird her loins and 
fight, if only to protect herself, but should 
she have to do so, she will realize the truth 
of the saying: 

For right is right, since God is God 
‘And right the day must wi 

‘To doubt would ‘be disloyalty. 
‘To falter would be sin. 























AN EPIC’S LESSON 
July 5. 


As the time rapidly approaches when Great| 
Britain will herself be the target of Ger- 
many's offensive, and when the question as 
to how the peopie will stand it is on every- 
‘one’s lips, it is good to read the latest home| 
newspapers to hand describing the heroic 
fighting round Dunkirk, and the evacuation 
of the British Expeditionary Foree, and their’ 
French comrades. ‘The whole ‘affair has 
proved to be such an epic that it almost 
passes the ability of the most powerful de- 
seriptive writers to depict. There is an 
essence of sublimity in the story of the 
beaches at Dunkirk black with war-weary 
‘men, patiently waiting, under aerial and| 
artiliory bombardment, their turn to take to} 
the hundreds of boats'of all sizes which had 
been assembled to evacuate them. Thus 
while the beaches were described by one mun 
as resembling those at Blackpool on a Bank 
Holiday, further inland some of the finest| 
regiments in the British Army were fighting 
a rearguard action, holding off the enemy 
by ‘repeated counier-attacks, and foreing 
him to keep a respectful distance. It was 
impossible to bring in the more seriously, 
wounded. They had perforce to be left be- 
hind, with RAMC. doctors and orderlies 
staying with them, and facing the certainty 
of capture. At sea, blue-jerseyed fishermen 
worked heroically in assisting in the with- 
drawal of the troops, helping in ferrying 
‘across the Channel those hundreds of thou 
sands of men Herr Hitler had hoped to 
ture, and whose annihilation had been elaimed 
‘as inevitable only a few days before. ‘Three 
days previous to the commencement of the 
evacuation it was believed that the British 
Expeditionary Force and the French entrap- 
ped around Dunkirk were doomed. It was 
never expected that more than a small frac- 
tion of the troops would be able to get away’. 
Yet at the eleventh hour Herr Hitler wi 


























Flanders ; the great armies which he thought 
to trap were largely extrieated and that un- 
der the very shadow of his vast air force, 
It is indicative of the coolness with which 
everything was dono, that it was said of Vis- 
count Gort, the British Commander-in-chief, 
that, like everyone else, he was dead tired 
“but calm and collected as ever." Even in 
the midst of the biggest ‘evacuation in the 
military history of Britain he did not forget 
the eredit due for the countless incidents of 
gallantry and rescuree which marked thi 
most difficult of all military operations,—a 
retirement and embarkation in the face of 
more powerful and better equipped enemy. 
“Get your recommendations for honours and 
rewards in at once,” he is reported to have 
{old his generals, ‘The result was that short 
ly afterwards the first list of recommendations 
made on the fields were published, A small 
matter? Indeed, from one point of view it 
is, bul when men are led by one who in such 
‘time of stress did not overlook so compara 
tively minor a detail they. cannot but have 
the greatest confidence in him. Indeed Vis- 
count Gort has emerged from the whole 
affair a bigger figure than he was when the 
war commenced, and the faith in his ability 
which was marked by his appointment to so 
important a task as commanding the British 
armies has been justified up to the hilt, The 
thousand and one tales of heroism, of self- 
sacrifice, of grim determination to hold the 
enemy back while the vast majority of their 
fellows were ‘taken away to safety will 
probably never be told in their entirety. 
Yet enough is known to demonstrate that 
the British could “take it,” and did in 
manner which must give the enemy food f 
serious thought. ‘The present generation of 
Britons are every whit ax good as their 
fathers who fought in the Inst war, It 
inched from no sacrifice demanded of 
and ay soon as it wax equipped and re~ 
formed a large proportion of the men so 
reseued was buck again in France (6 con 
tinue the struggle against the Germans in 
the Battle of France, And what of the 
People from whose loins these lion-hearled 
youni men have sprung? Is it to be be= 
Voved that they will be any the less cour 
yseous ? ‘The question answers itself. ‘They 
await, with confidence in ultimate vietory 
all that the enomy plans to do against them. 
‘The German raids which have taken place 
over the British Isles have been compara 
tively unimportant. ‘The scope and violence 
have been slight compared with what the 
British air force has been inflicting upon 
military objectives in the very heart of 
Germany itself. Within, perhaps, the next 
few days the German air offensive against 
Britain will commence. Thousands of nevo- 
planes will probably be launched in waves 
across the Channel and over the North Sea, 
Indiscriminate bombing is to be expected, as 
the enemy hopes to spread dismay and terror 
by such tactics. Let there be no mistake 
about it. ‘That has got to be expected. ‘The 
enemy has already given warning of his in- 
tention by alleging that the British air force 
hhas beon bombing German women and chil- 
dren, an attempt at preliminary justification 
for breach of that pledge which Herr Hitler 
gave in this connection at the outbreak of 
war. But, to quote tho words of the BBC. 
correspondent with the RAF, “We aro 
ready. ‘The day of the great offensive will 
find us prepared with enough Spitfires and 
Hurricanes to cause terrible ravages in the 
close ranks of the German bombers.” What 
is to be expected is that Herr Hitler will risk 
his present superiority in the air in the hope 
of smashing Great Britain's will to resist, 
With any degree of success the RAP. should 
Mlict such damage upon the invading aero~ 
planes that each suecessive day will see them 
substantially reduced in numbers. All that 
the British people have to do is to stick it 
out, realizing that every day which passes 
brings the Germans closer to defeat, It is 
that ‘which will sustain them in the forth- 
coming grave hour of trial. ‘Their soldiers 
have shown them an example of fortitude 
unparalleled in the history of the nation. 
‘They will in their turn exhibit just the same 
quality. ‘They will indeed need to, but ex- 
perience in the past has shown that a dete 
mined people is not to be cowed by the aero 
plane. “Much damage will be done, many 
ives ost, but the soul of Britain will rise 
above it'all, victorious and worthy of the 
great role in the world which she so proudly 
plays.

German Government solemnly declares it has 
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no intention of using for its own purposes 
during the war the French fleet stationed in 
ports under German control, except those 
units necessary for coast surveillance and 
mine-sweeping.” Fortunately Mr. Winston 
Churchill knows his Herr Hitler, and not for 
fone moment was any reliance placed in this 
declaration. It was perfectly well under- 
stood that had the whole of the French fleet 
been surrendered to Germany, at a moment 
convenient to himself Herr 'Hitler would 
have gone back on that declaration,—obvious~ 
ly inserted in the terms for the purpose of 
allaying French anxiety lest thelr Navy should 
be used against their former Ally,—without 
any. more compunetion than he displayed in 
the betrayal of so many of his other under= 
takings. ‘There has consequently been since 
ing of the armistice considerable 
speculation as to what would actually happen 
to the French Navy. Many units of it, manned 
by men loyal to the ideals for which Britain 
and France were fighting, hurried to British 
ports, Other sections sought refuge in French 
harbours in north Africa, while yet a third 
important portion remained at Alexandria 
company with the British Fleet. 

‘the situation was a peculiar one. 
poliey to be adopted by the Petain Gove: 
ment in France, was a matter of_some 
doubt, and a growing suspicion that it 
was likely to be constituted on the Nazi 
model. ‘Phat has sinee been confirmed in a 
striking manner by the German News 
Agency, which when referring to Marshal 
Petain, ‘used the phrase “The Filhrer of the 
French Government.” In any event the 
shameful manner in which that man signed 
away his country’s honour and committed 
action obviously ‘against the best interests of 
her former ally made it imperative that the 
British should see that just for once a Ger~ 
man declaration should be honoured, and, 
in order to make sure that the French fleet 
should not be used for German purposes, It, 
for the greater part of it was placed under 
British control. It was a wise and inevitable 
move. A combination of the remnants of 
the German fleet with that of France and 
Mmy would have presented a formidable 
probiem for the British Navy to tackle. It is 
not to be believed that it could not have done 

v0 with success, but it was, nevertheless, 
something which could not possibly be al- 
lowed to occur, ‘The decision that if 
necessary Great Britain would assume con- 
trol of the French Navy to prevent its 
future utilization by the Germans was in the 
circumstances the only one which could 
possibly be reached. But it was ay painful 
to arrive at as it was to execute against those 
men, who preserving their loyalty to a Gov= 
ernment which had badly Jet them down, 
had decided {0 resist. American comment 
‘on this development is interesting. ‘The Bri- 
Aish action was regarded in Washington as 
regrettable but necessary. It was considered 
axiomatic in American naval circles that the 
British could never allow the French Fleet to 
fall into German hands, and the British Gov- 
ernment would have ‘been criticized if it 
had not taken the necessary steps. It can 
veadily be understood that Berlin and Rome 
will indulge in frenzied outbursts of indigna- 
tion against what has been done, but for the 
main part that will be inspired by the sense 
of frustration which must be induced by the 
Knowledge that the possibilities of a little 
more treachery have been definitely removed. 


‘Throughout the whole of Mr. Churehill's 
speech in which he outlined the whole affair 
to the House of Commons there runs the 
thread of very real regret that such a step 
should ever have to be taken, It has 
“Beon stated that there is a possibility that 
the Petain Government will declare war upon 
Great Britain as a result. That would have 
ut little material effect one way or another, 
and is a contingency which will have to be 
faced, with the full recognition that what 
was done at Oran was in itself an act of war. 
From it all, however, there is one important 
conclusion ‘to be drawn. Despite German 
rumours about underground peace feelers, 
‘and the like, this incident, together with Mr. 
Churelull’s emphatic declaration to the same 
effect, clearly demonstrates that the British 
Empite is determined to fight on to a finish. 
It is necessary that this should be done and 
that an opportunity be secured for affording 
France compensation for what has happened, 
not the France of Marshal Petain's making, 
but « liberated country under the leadership 
‘of men who wished to remain faithful to 
their Ally, men who will be prepared to lead 
their vesuseitated nation back to the position 
whieh is ity due in the world. ‘That ean only 
be done by making and executing swift de~ 
jons such as this one which has ereated #0 
enormous a sensation over the entire world. 
‘The moral effect of this stroke should prove 
to be excellent, It demonstrates clearly that 
the British Government will stop at nothing 
to ensure that victory without which the de~ 
moeracies of Europe must go down in ruins. 
More than that, 
confidence of the British people in the abi 
of Mr. Churehill to lead them to final stecess. 
He has shown that under his guidance the 
‘abinet is able to make swift decisions, and 
to strike with a force best ealeulated to 
achieve immediate ends. For the loyal 
French there cannot be anything but the 
sincerest regret that such a thing should ever 
have become necessary, and to point out to 
them that there is still’ the same differentia~ 
tion as hefore between them and the Petain 
Government.

THE PAST WEEK 
July 8. 


While for the greater part of the week 
hostilities in Europe remained comparatively 
quiescent, its end saw one of the most 
dramatic’ changes which history has ever 
witnessed. Taking a completely realistic 
view of the situation, the British Govern 
ment moved swiftly to prevent the French 
Navy being used against it by the Germans. 
‘At Oran the French naval commander pre 
ferred to accept orders from the Petain Gov- 
ernment, refused to join the British fleet, or 
to seuttle itself, and in a naval action which 
has struck to the hearts of millions of Britons 
and French, most of the French uniis were 
Gestroyed, though some succeeded in making 
ood their eseape, At Alexandria the British 
Navy appears to have got the situation ‘well 
in hand, and it is probable that the French 
vessels there will be completely immobilized. 
‘There have been reports of another French 
combination at Casablanea, the fate of which 
hhas not yet been announced, while Br 
vessels. ‘are in the neighbourhood of 
Martinique determined that the French war 
vessels there, including a ship carrying a 
‘number of American aeroplanes, shall not be 
permitted to eros the Allantic ‘and fall into 
the hands of the enemy. ‘The rage which 
this Intest exploit of the British Navy has 
aroused in Germany and Maly is the best 
possible justification for the action which 
‘was taken, the elearest indication that it was 
intended ‘that the French vessels were 
eventually to be ineorporated into the enemy 
sea forces for fighting Great Britain. Herr 
Hitler was prepared to promise anything— 
even as one soldier to another—until he had 
got the French Navy where he wanted it, and 
then, or course, things would have been en~ 
tirely ‘different! ‘There can be nothing but 
rogret that such a step was ever necessary, 
nothing but the profoundest grief that so 
many gallant French sailors should have to 
meet death at the hands of men who but a 
few days before were fighting with them in 
common eauise. On the other hand there 
is undoubtedly the greatest satisfaction that 
by such determined action Herr Hitler has 
been deprived of one of the more outstand- 
ingly important fruits of his victory. 

In the Balkans following the cession of 
Bessarabia to Soviet Russia, and the presento- 
tion of Hungarian and Bulgarian demands 
for the return of Transylvania and the 
Dobrudja respectively, Rumania has entered 
more closely into the German orbit, a more 
distinetly pro-Nazi government having been 
Tormed. It remains to be seen whether Ger~ 
many will be able to prevent war in the 
Balkans by persuading Hungary and Bulgaria 
{o refrain from pushing matters to such a 
pass where Rumania would be forced to 
Fesort 10 war to protect her interests. That 
is a definite possibility which Berlin views 
with the utmost dislike, for a Rumania at war 
would have no supplies for Germany, either 
of foodstuffs or fuel. Rumania appears to be 
in a good position to defend herself against 
the two nations which threaten her, but it is 
‘entirely against German interests ‘that war 
should break out in the Balkans. ‘The 
Halians appear to have done nothing of im~ 
portance against the British either on land 
or sea, and though they are reported to have 
bombed Malta a number of times from the 

no great damage has been reported. 
Despite British naval activity in the Medjter- 
ranean the Italian navy appears to have been 
‘acting with the greatest prudence. On land in 
‘Africa there have been several minor engage~ 
iments between the armed forces of the two 
nations, but nothing of any importance nor 
likely to have much effect one way or the 
other on the outcome of the war. On the 
‘whole there the exchanges have favoured the 
British. Somewhat of a sensation was created 
by the German rejection of the Monroe 
Doctrine as enunciated by the United States 
Government, clearly indicating what are the 
tllimate intentions of the Nazis, and showing 
that in the event of victory—a most unlikely 
event—they would seek prizes in the western 
hemisphere, and even seck to subjugate the 
United Staies. If it does nothing else, this 
rejection should serve adequate notice ‘upon 
Washington of future possibilities, and make 
the administration's task of preparing for 
em all the easier. 

Stockholm which has been productive of 
more wild stories than any other European 
capital, provides the sensational information 
that the German air attack on Great Britain 
‘will probably commence this week, starting off 
with six days of endless bombing by as many 
a8 3,000 bombers. It is stated that many 
machines will tow gliders packed with bombs, 
to be released miles from their targets, with 
collapsible wings spilling explosives as they 
fall. ‘The report even states where these 
gliders are assembled. ‘There is nothing in 
the story to suggest that it is inherently. un- 
true, except that German sources are quoted. 
Obviously asthe days pass the German 
onslaught on the British Isles must draw 
nearer, but the British air foree, stronger now 
than it was at the commencement of the war, 
is prepared {o meet all attacks, and while 
is (o be expected that much damage and loss 
of life will result, there is no reason whatever 
for supposing that Britain will not be able to 
fight off and eventually defeat the enemy. 
Tn the meantime the enemy have been 
spreading groundless rumours concerning 
peace talks. These were emphatically given 
the lie by Mr. Churchill in the House of Com- 









































mons on Thursday when giving an account | 
of the battle of Oran. Great Britain has 
found the will to victory. She will fight on 
regardless of consequences, ready to take all 
risks in order that the enemy shall be de- 
feated. Consequently all talk such as that 
from oMfcial quarters in Berlin to the effect 
that “we might be inclined to accept a British 
offer if it is tantamount to a complete Ger- 
man victory,” may be accepted for what it 
is worth, and that is nothing. ‘The battle so 
far 23 Great Britain is concerned has only 
passed its initial stage, and there is much 
Still to be done before there can be any dis~ 
‘cussion of peace terms. When the time docs 
‘come, however, the enemy may be certain of 
one thing and that is that it will not be based 
upon a complete German vietory, but a com= 
plete German defeat, 











THE WAR FUNDS 


July 9. 
A letter appearing in yesterday's corres- 
pondence columns is indicative of the 


uncertainty which still exists in the minds 
of some people as to exactly what is being 
done in connection with the three methods 
of collecting money for various war objects. 
‘There is first of all the British Central War 
Fund, which was instituted shortly after the 
commencement of the war, and to which 
Britons have subscribed moderately well. 
‘That is said advisedly because, while the 
affairs of the individual subscriber may not 
be thoroughly known {0 the critic, a com= 
parison of a subscriber's position ‘and the 
size of the amount he has given, suggests at 
times that the latter is disproportionately 
small. This fund is intended to accumulate 
money for donations to the Red Cross, to 
assist in providing for the welfare of mem= 
bers of the various fighting forees and their 
dependents. It is essentially a charitable 
fund, and provides a means of enabling 
Britons in China to assist in the provision of 
care for the wounded, in the way of 
ambulances, of treatment and after care of 
the men blinded on active service at St. 
Dunstan's, to which the committee of the 
Fund has already made a substantial grant, 
and the provision of those comforts which 
the Government, though it does equip and 
maintain its men in a thoroughly efficient 
fashion, cannot be expected to provide, ‘The 
British Central War Fund has, therefore, a 
very definite raison d’étre, and it is tobe 
hoped that it will continue to receive the 
support it at present commands, and that 
the establishment of other means to provide 
further funds for the cetual carrying on of 
the war, will not in any way lead to a 
diminution of it, But it has for some time 
been felt that Britons in Shanghai, and all 
‘over China would like to have the opportun= 
iy of being able to contribute assistance in 
the knowledge that it was being used for 
the purpose of striking back at the enemy. 
‘That the British Central War Fund does to 
some extent provide, but it is only in a 
very limited sense. 

‘Throughout the Empire in the Dominions 
and the colonies, no matter how large or 
‘small they may ‘be, enthusiastic help has 
been forthcoming, not only along charitable 
Hines, but with the idea of providing the 
‘Treasury with funds to finance this most 
expensive war. Individuals are reported to 
be making the most drastic sacrifices, as 
witness the old couple, mentioned in yes~ 
terday's issue, who gave their life-savings 
of £2,000 to the Government, or those others 
who can do no more than the widow with 
her mite. On June 29, H. M. Ambassador, 
broadeast the announcement of the forma 
tion of a Voluntary War Contribution Fund, 
for the purpose of making gifts direct 10 
H. M.-Government, either in a lump sum 
or by means of monthly donations. These 
may be sent to either the Hongkong & 
Shanghai Banking Corporation, or the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia & China. 
Periodical lists of the contributions, which 
may be in sterling or local currency, will 
‘be published in the local press. The money 
80 oblained will be forwarded {o the Treasury 
and will be used at the discretion of the 
Government. Subscribers will have the 
Knowledge that their gifts will be used dir- 
eetly in the process of defeating the enemy, 
and it is urged that those who can afford 
to do so will give their utmost. Britons 
in China must remember that though they 
are not in the Empire, they are of it. Their 
future, just as much as that of the people 
in the Empire depends upon the defeat of 
the enemy, and no sacrifiee can be too great 
to ensure ‘that the evil which threatens it 
shall be destroyed once and for all. Here, 
then, is afforded a splendid opportunity to 
those, who for one reason or another may 
not be called upon to bear arms, to do their 
bit. ‘The amount of their effort ‘must surely 
Jie between themselves and their consciences. 
Let there be no mistake about it, no con- 
science can, in such days as these, be serene, 
which has not satisfied itself that everything, 
possible has been done, every self-denial 
made in the interests of the common cause. 
‘This particular fund provides an opportuni 
for the display of that fervent loyalty which 
must animate every British breast, and it 
is to be hoped that it will be thoroughly well 
supported.

Misconception Removed 


11 is gratifying to learn from newspapers which 
have since come to hand, that the anxiety ex- 
Dressed in this column, relative to the leniency. 
displayed in the case ‘of the man-and woman 
convieted of offences against the Defence Re- 
ulations and the OMeial Secrets Act, was not 
justified. When. the persons. accused first ap- 
peared before the petty sessions at Portsmouth 
Tt was stated that the arrests took place on 
May 23. If the offences had. been committed 
less than one week later the prisoners would 
hhave faced the Court on charges the punish- 
ment for which is now death. The culprits were, 
therefore, charged under the law as It existed 
al the time they committed their crime, and 
thoy are fortunate enough to have escaped with 
their lives. In this connection it is interesting 
{o recall that a few days ago the question was 
asked in the House of Commons as to how 
many persons had already been shot for espion- 
age. The Government refused to give the re- 
Quired information, leaving the impression that 
ft least some’ ith columnists have met the fate 
whieh for their activities they so richly de- 
served. ‘There cannot in such times as these 
be any reason why mercy should be shown 
these people any more than it would be to the 
ordinary four-footed rat. People who will not 
hesitate to betray their country deserve no 
consideration whatever, and they most certain- 
ly should not be allowed to clutter up the 
nation’s jails. Indeed it would be adding an 
entirely unnecessary degradation for the ordin- 
fry eriminal to be forced to associate with such 
persons, and the only really satisfactory method 
of dealing with them, and stamping out their 
evil actiyjties is to make it a unvarying rule 
that men’ and women guilty of such crimes 
shall be made to pay the fullest penalty which 
the law provides.

Carrying 1,500 German and Italian internees 
bound for Canada, together with an additional 
500, ‘consisting of crew and guards, the ss. 
Arandora Star is reported to have been tor- 
pedoed and sunk, 1,000 of the 2,000 on board 
apparently: perishing.

reported to have been Germans or Italians.

Petain Going Nazi? 


At was a very significant telegram which was 
Published in yesterday's issue reporting the 
Intention of Marshal Pelain's government to 
call a National Assembly to revise the French 
Constitution, for it was the first indication 
that the unoccupied portion of France is 10 
ass under a new form of government, That it 
Will be based upon the Nazi model seams to be 
the case. At any rate that is apparently. the 
German ‘view. Of course it will be claimed 
by the enemy’ that by encouraging stich a step. 
they have in fact saved France {rom commune 
Jam, but as there is nowadays very little to 
‘choose between the Nazis on the one hand and 
the communists on the other it does not appear. 
that Franice will secure any benefit at all, but 
rather suffer by the disappearance of that form 
of democracy for which she was fighting in 
common with the other Allies. It is promised 
that the new constitution wili be “bold and 
modern,” giving back to the state its authority, 
sovereignty, and prestige. Tt will in fact give 
to the nation only that which its German mast- 
cers will permit it to give, and that will be a 
Nazi form of government. ‘The lose of political 
freedom which the individual must necessarily 
sulfer will prove a particularly severe blow to 
the French who have prided themselves upon the 
individual liberty of expression which has been 
theirs for generations, and for which they 
fought so stubbornly in their revolutions. It is 
indeed doubtful whether Marshal Petain will 
succeed in permanently foisting any stich sys~ 
tem upon the French nation. Ife may succeed 
temporarily during the war, but there cannot 
bbe the slightest doubt that once peace has been 
Feached, the national ‘democratic genius of the 
French will reassert itself. Marshal Petain may 
be able to maintain himself in office with the 
assistance of the Germans to whom he so 
ignominiously surrendered, but the lime will 
come when a nation inspired by the watchwords

It is interesting to note that, in connection 
with the British naval aetion against those units 
of the French Navy stationed at Oran which 
refused to join the British fleet or seuttle them- 
selves, German officials in Berlin deseribed it 
as “knifing France in the back."

who has perjured himsolf so much that the 
world has to take it for granted that he will 
continue to do so. IL is only to be expected that 
the foresight of Mr. Churchill which has 
deprived Herr Hitler of another chance of 
breaking his solemn declarations should arouse 
the bitterest resentment in Berlin, the resent- 
ment of disappointment. If the Nozi govern- 
nent ever thought that the French fleet would 
be allowed to drop into their hands like an 
overripe plum, they have less intelligence than 
was originally’ belioved. ‘That was one of the 
major spolls of war, intended by them to repair 
the damage which the British Navy has in- 
Micted upon the German fleet, Herr Hitler has 
been’ foiled by the man he fears, and his 
follcials in their bitter disappointment are mere- 
ly indulging in lite ‘abuse whieh does no 
particular harm, and to whieh no great amount 
‘of importance need be attached. If they were 
ot intending to make use of the French fleet 
‘against Britain, why the resentment? World= 
‘wide reaction has on the whole been favor 
able, It was a stroke full of imagination and 
friginality and as complete an upset of Ger= 
man plans ay enn be conceived, 


Retaliate in Kind 


It would be a wise thing at this juncture for 
the British Government to make it quite clear 
to the world at large that, in the event of ine 
discriminate bombing of non-military objectives 
jin Britain by the Germans, the fullest retaliag 
tion In kind would be resorted to, ‘The Nazis 
have already intimated thelr intention to do 
so. by putting forward lying allegations. that 
British aeroplanes have been wantonly bombing, 
civilians, and non-military objectives, thus lay= 
ing the ground for. at some time in the future, 
claiming justification. “for what they very 
patently contemplate, ‘There should be no doubt 
oft inthe minds of the Germans, or for that 
matter neutrals as well, that if Germany’ prefers, 
fo fight without any Yegard for the few re- 
maining decencies of war she will be met in 
precisely the same spivit, ‘The Germans have 
shown what they can_do in their scandatously 
ruthless attack upon Rotterdam, whieh created 
Such a sensation when it wax first reported, 
‘There Is not the slightest reason to believe that 
they will depart from their evil courses with 
regard to. the British Isles. Whether Great 
Britain makes prior announcement of her inten- 
tions in thiv respect or not, It is devoutly to be

About one hundred British women 
‘and children were brought to, 
Shanghai from Hongkong yesterday 
by the mv, Kamakura Maru. Tt is 
reported that there were originally 
many more Hongkong evacuees com- 
ing to Shanghai, but a large number 
cancelled their passages and went to 
Manila instead.” The" ship brought 
many evacuees of other nations in 
‘addition to the British, there being 
fon board some fifty Italian women, 
Whose husbands have been interned 
in the *olons: 

An English lady stated that the 
evacuation measure was unpopular 
in Hongkong as the situation seemed 
very quiet, and no reason could be 
seen for the action. “However,” she 
continued, “the whole affair has been 





accepted as necessary, and there 
have been no complaints.” 

Hongkong has turned into an 
armed camp, and regulations have 


been tightened up to a considerable 
extent, added the evacuee, even 
Britons having to notify the  aue 
thorities of changes of address, 
under penalty of a heavy fine. . The 
Kamakura’ Maru left Hongkong on 
July 8, by which day all women 
‘and children had to leave the colony, 
ina terrific rainstorm, but the trip 
was very quiet. 

Another passenger stated that the.

There seemed to be only 
about twenty children on board, he 
added, the rest of the evacuees being

‘An open clash between the people 
of China's war and peace fronts. in 
Shanghai was foreshadowed yesterday 
when Mr. Wang Ching-wei head of 
the new regime in Nanking issued an 
order for the arrest and severe 
punishment of &3 well-known Chin 22, 
mostly newspapermen who are sup 
posed to. be opposed to his peace 
movement, ‘The announcement. of 
what may be considered as the "black 
Iist” of the peace movement created a 
stir in Chinese circles here, but. by 
many prominent people whote names 
were mentioned it was considered a 
good thing, for their loyalty to one 
faction or ‘the other has often been 
questioned in the past. 

‘Among those who are said to be 
4gaitors” to the country and “run- 
ning dogs" of Communists are many 
Chinese ‘bankers, and eivie leaders in 
Shanghai. Many of them are charged 
with spreading rumours by publishing 
newspapers under the names of third 
parties, and also with organizing 
“companies” for doing “assassination 
business." Authorities of both the 
military’ and police were ordered by 
Mr, Wang, in bls capacity as acting 
president of the Nanking administea- 
tion and also. as president of the 
Executive Yuan, to arrest them. 

‘Such widely known personalities as

., __ Shanghai, July 8. 
ITH the exception of the arrest 6f sixteen Japanese by the 
U.S. Marines, the “Loukuchiao Incident” anniversary passed 
very quietly here and no other untoward incidents were recorded 
yesterday. 

The sixteen Japanese were arrésted in various parts of the 
American defence sector by the Marines doing patrol duty in 
Bubbling Well Road, Avenue Haig and Gordon Road. ‘The Japan- 
ese, said to be gendarmes in civilian clothes, attracted attention 
by ‘their bulging pockets.

Japanese Say Army Insulted 


Strong Protest to Be Filed with Marines ; 
Alleged Injuring of Arrested Gendarmes 


Shanghai, July 9. 
'EPERCUSSIONS may be expected in the near future, incident 
upon the arrest of sixteen armed Japanese gendarmes by U. S. 
Marines in various paris of the American defence sector on Sun- 
day. Despite the admission of the army spokesman at the press 
conference yesterday that the gendarmes had penetrated the area 
without the requisite notification from the Japanese authorities, it 
is felt that “a grave insult has been inflicted on the gendarmerie| 
and the entire Japanese army.” 

It is alleged that the Americans struck three or four of the 
men with their rifle butts, resulting in injuries to the head and 
body, and treated all the prisoners with contumely. An immediate 
protest, déclared the spokesman, will be lodged with the Marine| 
authorities, and the whole issue will depend on their attitude.

duty In Avenue Haig at 230 am. 
when they were assaulted by armed

refused to do this, the gangsters, 
armed with pistols, fired and wounded 
the Annamite in the head.

Retail Prices: Lag 

‘The rally of the New York and 
London cross rate on June 8 it was 
stated, resulted in a considerable im- 
provements on the local exchange 
Fate of the U.S, dollar. Retail prices 
however, did not show a correspond- 
Ing improvement. 

Dealing with the cost of living of 


in Shanghai for June, the report re- 
corded a slight increase in the con- 
solidated index of the cost of living, 
fan increase of 023 per cent, over 
May. ‘The general index for the 
American community was 140.23; 
British 14784, Russian 151.68 and 
‘other natfonalities 14931, " against 
145.60, 145.83, 152.07 and ‘148.74 in 
/May respectively. 

‘Among the group indices and ap- 
plying to all the nationalities, the 
food group showed a slight decline 
while the heat, light, water and re- 
{rigeration group showed the heaviest 
increase. ‘This was due chiefy to the 
rise in water and electricity rates 
in the Settlement, Taking the re- 
iproeal of the June ‘consolidated in- 
dex to indicate the purchasing power 
fof the’ dollar, this has been reduced 
by 93:24 per cent, in June compared 
with the ‘base, October, 1939. 


Further Rises Shown, 

‘A comparison of prices ruling dur- 
jing the last week in June with those 
Obtaining in’ the first week of May 
When prices were raised consequent 
fan the drop of foreign exchange rates 
‘on May 2 indicated that of the 194 
{tems Included in the index, exelud- 
Ing seven in the rent group’ and five 
ems out of scason, 70 items or 3 
per cent, have shown further 
in prices; 48 items or 24.74 per cent., 
remained stationary and 70 items oF 
3608 per cent. have shown decreases. 

Dealing with the cost of living 
index of Shanghai workers for June, 
‘the report stressed that the general 
welfare of the community will im- 
rove if prices or charges of the three 
asic items, namely, rice, coal_bri- 
Jqueties and’ rent are’ lowered. These 
Hems raise the prices or charges of 
every other commodity or service 
consumed by the public, it was stated, 

‘The report then went on to state 
that despite the fall of wholesale 
prices and improvement in exchange 
rates, the general index of the cost 
‘of living of the local workers reach- 
fed 422.91 in June, showing a further 
Tnerease of 40 points or 1045 per 
cent, and breaking the May record 
of 382.91, 


Cost of Food Up 

Among the group indices, a sharp 
inerease was shown in the food group 
reaching 451.74 in June against 36324 
in May. Increase in the miscellan- 
Jeous group was slight, ‘There was a 
considerable fall in the clothing in- 
‘dex being 360 for June against 403.85 
for May. The drop in the fuel group 
index of 259 per cent, would have 
been. greater, had not the prices ‘of 
‘coal briquettes risen again during the 
Tatter part of June. Thus the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar for the 
month showed a further drop of two 
and half cents, being $02365 of its 
1936 value, 


The ascendancy of the June index 
is altributable mainly to the abnor- 
Jmal rise in the price of rice. Various

In 
another room, occupied by | the 
Koreans in house 2, the police, after 
‘a long search, found ‘about five 
pounds of heroin, secreted ina 
Gouble-bottomed drawer. Not_satis- 
fied with this search, the law officers 
continued to ransack the room and 
found $20,000 in notes. Police 
officials could not say where such a 
large sum of money came from. but 
believed that it was obtained through 
setting narcotics, 

‘The arrested women and man 
were handed over to the Japanese 
gendarmerie and will answer to the 
charges of drug trafficking in’ the 
Japanese Consular Court. The nar- 
koties were also handed over. 

When questioned about the letter. 
French police officials stated that 
they had no idea whatever where 
it came from, but thought that the 
traffickers were betrayed by one of 
their dissatistied colleagues. 

‘The value of the seized narcotics 
was estimated by the French police 
at about $25,000. 





Shooting in Nantao 
Heard by Residents 


Shanghal, July: 6, 

‘The tension among the Chinese 
populace here was heightened by a 
Feport from a Chinese source slating

A Question of Ethics

‘Sin,—Your correspondent A Lawyer 
unabashed and’ unashamed after his 
scurrilous attack on the Chinese 
courts here, has seen nt to emerge 
into the arena again, 

He stated that the Chinese courts 
in the Settiement did not originally 
durive thelr autherity from Peking 
But from. the local Chinese au- 
thorities. This is a fatuous statement 
‘emanating from one who claims to be 
fa lawyer, because as such he should 
know that this could never be the 
ease, that the Chinese courts func- 
tioning indirectly under the local au- 
thorities before, could not exist as a 
Juridical body ‘without the sanction 
and vestment of power trom the 
Peking "Fovernment. Even the old 
Chinese civil code was promulgated 
by the Peking Government. ‘The 
local authorities themselves "must 
derive their authority: from someone. 

‘The missive of your correspondent 

is anything but a fair and construc- 
tive criticism, I myself ‘admit that 
the Chinese courts here are anything 
but perfect, but the Hibernian. vitu- 
pperations of your correspondent are 
hardly compatible with the ethics of 
the ancient and venerable profession

one of ‘his courts? Such things 
would not be tolerated for a moment.

Monroe Doctrines Advocated 


President Roosevelt Suggests Nations Should 
Confine Problems to Own Territorial Spheres 


Hyde Park, N.Y. July 7. 
suggestion that Europe and Asia should apply the principles 
‘A of the Monroe Doctrine as a means of reaching agreement on 
disposal of the possessions of conquered nations was put forward 
by Mr. Stephen Early, President Roosevelt’s secretary, in a state- 
ment to the press yesterday. 

Mr, Early said he was relaying the President’s views. The 
statement was made after President Roosevelt's talk with Mr. 
Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, on implications of the exchange 
of Notes between Germany and the United States involving inter- 
pretation of the Monroe Doctrine. 

The President, Mr. Early declared, believed that the European, 








Asiatic and American nations should get together in their respective 
spheres to settle amongst themselves problems of territorial pes- 
session, instead of allowing a conquering Power to make decisions. 


Supporting Mr. Hull's pronounce- 
ment that the United States could 
continue to enforce the Monroe 
Doctrine, Mr. Early said should Ger- 
many claim any French, British or

‘More women are collecting bundles 
of clothing for the prisoners in the 
Banqueting hall of the Palace.

Since the beginning of the year, 
Japan already has negotiated seven 


| trade treaties or arrangements among, 


the Latin American Republics, the 
Institute's survey revealed. 

‘The rapidity with which she is 
executing her trade blitzkrieg is shown 
bby the manner in which one treaty 
quickly followed another. The frst 
Of the new series of treaties was with 
‘Chile in January of this year, under 
which Japan agreed to increase her 
annual ‘nitrate purchases from. about 
30.000 to 70,000 tons, and, in addition, 
to take copper, beans, various veget 
ables, dried fruits and cooking salts, 


and toys, 
‘Third Treaty 


Next came a treaty on February 21, 
1940, with Uruguay. Under this 
‘agreement Japan wili_ import wool, 
Teather and some serap iron while 
Uruguay will take cotton textiles and 
rayon. 

‘The third treaty followed quickly 
with Argentina on March 15. It 
provides for a trade between the two 
countries of ‘¥.60,000,000 annually oF 
three times that of 1939, 

Japan Is to purchase wool, frozen 
canned meat, easeine and other pro- 
ucts. Japan will also be granted 
favourable exchange rates for the 
‘exportation to Argentina of chemicals, 
cotton textiles, iron and steel products 
fand other manufactured goods. 


Mexico came next on the list, when, 


two days later, on March ‘17,3 
Mexican trade committee left ' for 
Tokyo to discuss a possible barter 
arrangement and Japanese invest 
‘ments in Mexican industries. 
$3,000,000 Contract 
So far a complete treaty bas not 





been announced, but significant, the 
Institute polnts out, is the fact’ that 
already one Japanese firm has signed 
‘8 $3,000,000 contract to purchase oll, 
Petrol and kerosene from the Mexican 
government. It was reported the 
price was made sufficiently low to

tions with Colombia and Venezuela 
also centre on oil, this being the chief 
Jexport of these countries that Japan 
needs.

“There are several distinctive, 
though related, features in the pre 
sent Japanese ‘drive which were 
‘absent before Sino-Japanese hostilities 
‘began to throw the nation’s economic 
life out of gear,” the survey slated. 
“For one thing the European war 
1nd Washington's abrogation of the 
‘Japanese-American trade agreement 
ast January have emphasized 10 
Japan the danger of placing {oo much 
‘dopendenee on the United States and 
the British Empire as sources of raw 
‘materials and markets for her own 
products. a
